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SOVIET CTB AND MASS DESTRUCTION INITIATIVES - 

LOGAN (UK) INFORMED USDEL THAT THE SOVIETS HAVE NOT YET 
SOLICITED UK SUPPORT FOR THE COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN AND MASS 
DESTRUCTION WEAPONS INITIATIVES. FRANCE AND ITALY HAVE BOTH 
BEEN APPROACHED AND THEIR GENERAL REACTION TO THE MASS 
DESTRUCTION ITEM IS THAT THEY DON'T KNOW WHAT WEAPONS ARE 
REFERRED TO AND THEREFORE HAVE RESERVATIONS. WILLIAMS 
(NEW ZEALAND), WHO SOUGHT USDEL'S VIEWS ON BOTH INITIATIVES, 
REITERATED NEW ZELAND'S SUPPORT FOR ACHIEVING A CTB BUT 
ACKNOWLEDGED THE POINTS MADE BY USDEL. SHE EXPRESSED 
PERSONAL VIEW THAT THE CTB RESOLUTION WAS "SMART" IN THAT ITS 
CALL UPON NUCLEAR- WEAPONS STATES TO ENTER INTO 
NEGOTIATIONS MIGHT BE DIFFICULT TO OPPOSE. SHE ADDED THAT 
THE SOVIETS HAD SOLICITED GONZ COSPONSORSHIP FOR THE MASS 
DESTRUCTION WEAPONS DRAFT BUT COMMENTED THAT NEW ZELAND DID 
NOT KNOW WHAT THE INITIATIVE WAS ALL ABOUT. (CONFIDENTIAL -

SOUTH PACIFIC NUCLEAR FREE ZONE (SPNFZ) - 

NEW ZELAND PERMREP TEMPLETON TOLD AMB BENNETT HE WAS INSTRUCTED 
TO BRING UP SPNFZ BECAUSE OF "SUGGESTIONS "THE U.S. MIGHT 
OPPOSE THE INITIATIVE. HE COMMENTED THAT PRIMIN ROWLING'S 
PUBLIC STATEMENTS ON THE SPNFZ WERE MADE FOR DOMESTIC 
CONSUMPTION ON THE EVE OF ELECTIONS AND HIS WORDS HAD NOT 
BEEN CAREFULLY CHOSEN. BENNETT REITERATED SOME OF THE U.S. 
RESERVATIONS ABOUT THE SPNFZ PROPOSAL, AND TEMPLETON ASKED 
TO BE INFORMED AS SOON AS POSSIBLE ABOUT THE U.S. DECISION. 

WILLIAMS (WELLINGTON DISARMAMENT SPECIALIST IN NEW YORK FOR 
THE GA) REPORTED POSITIVE SOVIET AND CHINESE REACTIONS. 

TEMPLETON EMPHASIZED THAT NO DECISIONS HAVE BEEN MADE ABOUT 
HOW TO PROCEED ONCE THE SPNFZ RESOLUTION IS APPROVED AND 
THAT IT WILL BE NECESSARY TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE WISHES OF 
THE COUNTRIES IN THE AREA AS WELL AS THOSE OF THE NUCLEAR 
POWERS BEFORE PROCEEDING FURTHER. WHEN ASKED ABOUT A 
POSSIBLE "TWO-TIER" APPROACH, HE SAID SOMETHING ALONG THOSE 
LINES WAS UNDER CONSIDERATION. WILLIAMS STATED GONZ IS 
CONCERNED BECAUSE IN SPITE OF ASSURANCES TO WASHINGTON THAT 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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U.S. RESERVATIONS ARE BEING TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT, GONZ 
CONTINUES TO GET A "HARD LINE" REACTION FROM WASHINGTON AND 
HAS THE IMPRESSION THE U.S. WILL VOTE AGAINST THE RESOLUTION. 
TEMPLETON IMPLIED THAT A "LOW" U.S. PROFILE WOULD BE 
UNDERSTOOD, BUT NOT ACTIVE OPPOSITION. (CONFIDENTIAL -

UK MISOFF SAID THAT A NEW ZELAND MISSION OFFICER DISCUSSED 
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WITH HIM A "TWO-TIER" APPROACH TO THE SPNFZ. IN THIS 
APPROACH, THE FIRST STAGE WOULD INCLUDE ONLY LAND MASSES IN 
THE SPNFZ AND THE SECOND, LATER, STAGE WOULD INCLUDE MARITIME 
AREAS. THIS TWO-TIER APPROACH APPEARS CONSISTENT WITH NEW 
ZEALAND PM ROWLING'S COMMENTS ON THE SPNFZ IN HIS OCTOBER 3

UK NUCLEAR SAFEGUARDS PROPOSAL - 

LOGAN (UK) INFORMED USDEL THAT FOREIGN SECRETARY CALLAGHAN’S 
FIVE-POINT PROPOSAL FOR STRENGTHENING NUCLEAR SAFEGUARDS 
PRESENTED IN HIS GA GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENT, WAS IN AN 
"AMORPHOUS” STATE. PARTIALLY AS RESULT OF U.S. RESERVATIONS 
ABOUT THE PROPOSAL. THE BRITISH ARE CONSIDERING INCLUDING 
SOME OF THE POINTS IN A GA RESOLUTION, AND WILL DISCUSS 
THE TOPIC IN DETAIL IN WASHINGTON, LOGAN SAID.

MAURITIUS INTRODUCED IN COMMITTEE 1 AN AMENDMENT TO THE DRAFT

PROPOSAL AND OBTAINED SUPPORT FROM 1 1 DELS THUS FAR; HOWEVER, 
THE SECRETARIAT IS NOT VERY HAPPY, AND MAURITIUS IS 
NOWHERE TO BE FOUND. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - OURTEL 5015) 
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SIS ITEM IN COMMITTEE 1 - 

ACCORDING TO LOGAN (UK), EC-9 IS INTRIGUED BY FIRST SOVIET 
APPROACH TO EC-9 AS A GROUP (REGARDING STRENGTHENING 
INTERNATIONAL SECURITY, OR, AS SOVIET AMB LATER SAID, 
DISARMAMENT). AND HAS REACHED CONSENSUS TO HEAR SOVIETS 
THIS WEEK. BRITISH ARE OF OPINION THERE IS SOME MERIT IN 
EC-9 DISCUSSING WITH SOVIETS THE GDR/MON GOLI AN RESOLUTION 
ON SIS, WHICH THEY SEE AS MUCH MILDER THAN WHAT IS EXPECTED 
FROM THE NON-ALIGNED. (CONFIDENTIAL - OURTEL 5004) 
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THAI AMB PRACHA EXPLAINED TO AMB MOYNIHAN THAT ASEAN DRAFT

DURING GABONESE PERMREP ESSONGHE'S COURTESY CALL, AMB 
MOYNIHAN EXPRESSED PARTICULAR SATISFACTION WITH GABON'S 
SPONSORSHIP OF THE FRIENDLY RESOLUTION, AND WONDERED IF 
GABON COULD BRING ALONG ITS FRIEND, SAI TOME AND PRINCIPE. 

ESSONGHE REPLIED THAT HE WOULD DO HIS BEST BUT IT WOULD BE DIFFICULT

CONTEMPLATED VOTES, I.E., ON PRIORITY, AND ON THE FRIENDLY AND 
HOSTILE RESOLUTIONS. OMANI PERMREP HAGRAS CONFIRMED TO AMB 
SHERER THAT OMAN WILL VOTE YES ON THE 

FRIENDLY RESOLUTION, AGREED TO RAISE PRIORITY QUESTION WITH 
HIS FOREIGN MINISTER, AND GAVE ASSURANCES OMAN'S POSITION ON 
PRIORITY WOULD BE POSITIVE. OMAN WILL VOTE "NO" ON ALGERIAN 
RESOLUTION.
